Rule 4 Notice of the action of either House to the other shall be on 
paper over the signature of the Clerk of the House from which House

Rule 5 After a bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be duly en- 
rolled by the Enrolling Clerk of the House ın which 1t originated When 
bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by the Enrolling Commitee of 
the House in which it originated, who shall carefully compare the en- 
roliment with the engrossed bill as passed by the two Houses, and after 
correcting any errors that may be discovered ın the enrollment make 
their report forthwith to the House in which the bill originated 

Rule 6 After an examination and report, each bill shall be signed, 
first by the presiding officer ın the House in which it originated, and 
then by the presiding officer in the other House, and lastly be submit- 
ted to the Governor for his approval.

4. That bills be read first and second tiie: by title, under suspension 
of the rules dispensing with that provision of the Constitution relating 
thereto, and referred to the Committee on Printing, other reference be- 
ing waived,

sion Laws as the printed bills,

‘R. Numbers, Weiser; Dr. R. C. Coffey, Moscow; Dr. J. M. Turner, Cot- 
tonwood; Dr. E. F. Guyon, Montpelier, and Dr. C. L. Sweet, Boise, mem-

handed down, thus ending the board’s official existence For a com» 
plete history of the transactions of the Medical Board between the time 
of organization (May 7, 1887), and the date the act creating it was de- 
clared unconstitutional (December 4, 1897), attention is called to the 
report of the Secretary of the board, herewith transmitted. The several 
matters therein reviewed cover all the operations so thoroughly that 
exteneded review in this communication is unnecessary. I must respect- 
fully urge the re-enactment of this legislation.

That the ‘free coinage of silver is no longer necessary as evidenced 
by the business reviews citing the fact that there is abundance of good 
money in circulation seeking investment at rates lower than ever be- 
fore offered our people. . 

We deem it inadvisable at this time to be guilty of any act tending 
to distract confidence or monetary exchanges Since the balance of 
trade is largely in our favor and continually increasing the influx of 
money to our commercial centers to be disbursed in enterprises over 
the Union. 

It is further conceded that Congress is not now shaped so that suc- 
cessful action could be taken upon said memorial, with any prospect of 
national benefit to our business or our reputattion abroad. 

We believe the free coinage of silver is a settled issue of the past, 
every purpose for which it was advocated having been accomplished 
without it. 

History and experience proves that governments having a financial 
system similar to our own have much more silver in circulation than 
have free coinage countries, and we are unfavorable to any action on 
the part of our national Congress that would lessen the amount of 
money in circulation, depreciate its value, drive it from circulation by 
well-known commercial laws, precipitate panic and general misfortune 
and result in an inevitable reaction detrimental to our mining interests 
of both gold and silver. 

We are bimetallists, not gold monometallists or silver monometal- 
lists, and prefer to be content with our present excellent system by 
which a relatively equal circulation of the twa metals is maintained per- 
forming without changing value the functions for which each were 
created, ’ 

We therefore ask that said memorial be indefinitely postponed.

Dear Sir: From an examination of H. B. No. 185, which you have 
submitted to me for my consideration, I find the following fatal defects 
in said bill: 

First—Section one (1) of said act does not apply to persons who play 
at such games 

This section is found in the “Penal Code of California,” Section 330, 
and has been passed upon by the Supreme Court of that state, in the 
case of ex-parte Ah Yem, 53 Calif., 246. 

The same statute has been construed to like effect by the Supreme 
Court of the following states: 

State vs. Carr, 6 Oregon, 133. = 

State vs. Geetlee, 6 Oregon, 425. 

Trimble vs. The State, 27 Ark, 355. 

State vs. Melville, 11 R. I., 417. 

Section four (4) of said act is unconstitutional in this, to-wit: That 
it violates Section 13 of Art. one (1) of the Constitution of the State of 
Idaho, which declares that no person shali be deprived of property with- 
out due process of law. 

This section authorizes a sheriff or constable to forcibly take from 
the possession of its owner, property and to destroy the same without 
first giving such owner his day in court, on the question of whether or 
not said property is a gambling device, etc. This is without question 
unconstitutional, and has been expressly so decided in the case of Ieck 
vs. Anderson, 57 Calif., 251. 

Section five (5) of said proposed act is also unconstitutional in this 
That it is in conflict with Section 17 of Article one (1) of the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Idaho, which provides as follows: 

“The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, papers 
and effects against unreasonable searches and seizures shali not be vio- 
lated, and no warrant shall issue without probable cause shown by affi- 
davit, particularly describing the place to be searched and the person or 
thing to be seized,”

Martin vs Johnson, 33rd Southwestern Rep, 306. 

Sections 4 and 5 are substantially the same as the statute of Michigan 
on this subject, and has there been held constitutional 

While there-is some conflict of the autharities on this point, I believe 
the later decisions sustain the validity of acts of this character. 

In a leading case involving the destruction of gambling instruments, 
the Court said: “There are, however, some articles which cannot be 
kept, exhibited and used for any lawful or mnocent purpose, such as 
spurious coin or bills, or other articles or devices, the exhibition, use, or 
possession of which in any form, and under all circumstances 1s unlaw- 
ful or corrupting and prejudicial to public morals or health Such art” 
cles are regarded as nuisances per se Property cannot exist in them 
An officer into whose hands they come may be authonzed by statutory 
ordinance t9 destroy them summarily without process ” 

Conceding, however, that Sections 4 and 5 might be held unconstitu- 
tional, still this would in no manner affect the validity of the remainder 
of the act.

moneys And that by the terms of H. J. R. No. & this class of invest- 
ment securities is to be eliminated to the great detriment of the argicul- 
tural classes of this State. Also, that the form of the question to be 
submitted to the electors is misleading in that it states “Section 11 of 
Article 9 of the Constitution of the State of Idaho beamended to enlarge 
the powers of the State Board of Land Commissioners,” when m reality 
the contraction or limitation of power 1s much greater than the pro- 
posed increase of power. 

A further reason for offering this minority report is that it appears to 
be both desirable to retain the power to invest public school funds in 
real estate mortgages, as the constitution provides, and to also extend 
the power to include school district, county and State warrants and 
bonds; but the bill in its present shape is undesirable and detrimental 
to a large class of our citizens. 

‘The objection cited in the Governor’s message to the loaning of school 
funds on real estate at inflated appraised values, and not a constitu- 
tional objection.

I respectfully request that the following protest be entered upon the 
Senate Journal, and become a part of the record in reference to the pra- 
ceedings of the Senate, relating to the vote, on the final passage of S. B. 
No, 27, Known as the high license gambling bill, First, I protest that the 
bill upon final passage, on third reading, did not receive a majority of 
the votes of all members present, It required eleven votes in the affirm- 
ative. And that upon the rali call, and a yea and nay vote being taken, 
ten votes were cast for, and ten votes were cast against, said bill No 27 
And that the constitutional majority required to pass the bill should 
have been eleven votes to make it legal, according to Article 3, Section 
15, of the Constitution of the State of Idaho. Which is also incorporated 
in and a part of Rule 20, Section 2, of the Senate Rules, as follows, towit: 

“On the final passage of all bills they shall be read at length, section 
by section, and the vote shall be by yeas and nays upon each bill sep- 
arately. and shall be entered upon the Journal, and no bill shall become 
a law without the concurrence of a majority of the members present.” 

Second, I protest that there was but one roll call of the names of Sen- 
atora voting on the bill by yeas and nays, and that but ten members 
voted yea and that ten members voted nay, on sald bill, on roll call. And 
that the announcement of the vote wag requested and that such an- 
nouncement should have been made. And that the same is required ac- 
cording to usages of parliamentary law. And that the bill was lost, on 
account of not receiving a majority of the votes of all members present. 

And that after the calf for yea and nay vote was taken, it was not 
legal according to Senate Rule No 16, Section 1, as follows, towit* 

“Rule XVI. Every Senator present, when the question is put, if qual- 
ified, shall vote, unless the Senate for special reasons excuse him <A re- 
quest to be excused from voting shall not be in order unless made before- - 
the Senate divides, or before fhe call of the yeas and nays is com-

Senate rules for the legal reconsideration of a vote whereby S B No 27 
was lost before being submitted to a subsequent final vote.

I have made as careful and thorough examination as the limited time 
will permit, and I find the authorities, of which there are very few, are 
not at all unanimous upon the question. A late authority says: “A 
marked tendency appéars in the direction of assigning duties heretofore 
deemed legislative, to other bodies, to boards and commissions, to loċal 
authorities, and especially to the voters,” and also says: “that tegisia- 
tive functions which are merely executive and administrative can be 
delegated,” also that there is a clear distinction between the power to 
make the law and the grant-of authority relative to its execution, al-. 
though the latter act may Involve the exercise of discretion.

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There are very few authorities where this direct question has been 
passed upon On principle and by analogy to somewhat similar cases, 
it would seem that the Legislature has power to fix certain limits within 
which the County Commissioners may designate salaries. This view is 
sustained by the case of Ryan vs. Outagamie County, 80 Wis, 336, and 
also in State vs Llano County, 9 Tex., Civil Appeals, 201, but on the other 
hand, are authorities of considerable weight, which have held the other 
way.

As to the other question asked by Senator Wright as to whether the 
counties of the State could be divided into twenty-one classes, I have to 
say that such a division into classes would probably violate another pro- 
vision of the Constitution, providing for general and uniform laws and 
preventing special legislation; but I am of the opinion that the counties 
of the State may be divided into classes in proportion to population or 
taxable property, and that the Legislature itself may fix the salaries of 
all officers, except that of Prosecuting Attorney, whose salary, under 
the Constitution, must be fixed within certain hmits by the County 
Commissioners, 

I think there is strong reason for saying that you can authorize the 
Commissioners to fix salaries within certain defined limits, but the con- 
dition of the law upon that subject is not such as to justify my unquali- 
fied opinion to that effect

To the Senate: As the hour for your adjournment is near, this oppor- 
tunity of congratulating you upon the successful termination of your 
labors 1s taken, Hf the heginning of your session was auspicious, which 
none will hardly deny, its closing is equally favorable. 

Your action in re-enacting and making secure, for the future at least, 
laws that were faulty and in jeopardy was prompt and effective, the 
vast irrigation interests of our State have at least been properly ad- 
justed; legislation to encourage the development df our lumber resources 
has been initiated; the manifest desire of our people for a higher moral 
standard has been recognized; and for the appropriating for the main- 
tenance of our State government you have been liberal, yet careful, to 
the end that direct taxation for State purposes is less than two years 
ago, and does not materially exceed the levy for similar purposes of four 
and six years past; and all this 1s in the face of the acknowledged fact 
that our State has Increased from twenty-five to fifty per cent in propor- 
tion (with the attendant additional cares, duties and expenses) over the 
years before mentioned.

To the Seante: S. B. No. 54, “An Act to amend Sections 17 and 20 of an 
act providing for the holding of general and special elections; for the is- 
suance of election proclamations; providing what officers shall be elected i 
at such election; the manner of making nominations, filing the same and 
filling vacancies therein; for the establishment of election precincts; for 
the appointment of registrars and the manner of performing the duties 
of registrar; providing the qualifications of electors; the manner of con- 
ducting elections; the canvassing of the votes and the declaration of re- 
sults and issuance of certificates; providing for the elections for the re- 
moval of county seats and the alteration of county boundaries; for the 
contesting of elections and the manner of conducting such contests: for 
the publication and distribution of election laws; for the printing of bal- 
lots and supplying of election supplies at public expense, said act having 
been approved February 2, 1899” is hereby returned without approval.
